STRAIN ON NEW YORK EXCHANGE, 
Sterling exchange appeared to be just 
a shade less weak yesterday, but it is un- 
doubtedly undergoing a severe trial at the 
moment, and its movements will be watched 
with keen interest.

WILL GOLD GO OUT? 

Future developments of the New York ex- 
change will be watched with great interest in 
the city, and also im all other financial 
centres. Late on Monday evening it dropped

This rate is below the 
point—4.841—at which it becomes profitable 
for America to draw gold from this country.

should be added to the list of exploded 
fallacies.

_ Probably” all schoolboys are agreed 
that ‘too much. of. Livy has survived the 
attrition of timé; but for scholars and 
historians’ the loss of so much of his 
writings is irreparable, Through centuries 


and ga ow -the lost’. books might 
be restored to us. Petrarch believed that 
this hope would be realised. Again and | 
again Poggio caught at rumours and state- 
ments, corroborated by oaths, that the 
‘missing books” were preserved in rémote 
monasteries ; but Poggio learnt at last to 
trust no man on his oath in yxegard to 
this ‘aatter.

Robert Clive. 


On the 29th September, two hundred years 
ago, in a little Shropshire village, was born 
Robert ( ~~. As a boy of seven this pioneer 
of Empire was “beyond measure addicted 
to fighting,”’ and his fierce temper often 
caused embarrassment to his friends. He 
was a ‘“‘clumsy lout of a lad,” with 
““dark-glooming brow and ‘heavy-lidded 
eyes.” His parents decided to send him 
to India, and. at the age of eighteen he set 
sail to take up a writership in the East 
India Company, and to found an Empire 
which ‘would flourish after that Company 
was no more, Robert Clive was a soldier 
as well ás a statesman ard administrator ; 


two centuries aiid’ the growing popularity 
of the adventtire móvel and the cinemato- 
raph, stil find a jpjace ‘in the hearts of 
nglish and, Irish .boys.; What boy has‘ 
not read with a thrill, of the attack on

IRAQ. 


Mr. Amery devoted one and a half hours

Mr. Amery strongly 
denied that the Government were adopting 
a line of policy likely to provoke war, but 
said that it did not propose to abandon 
the exercise of treaty rights in deference 
to a threat of war. Mosul did not belong 
to Turkev as a right’; for she had resigned 
what rights she. had in the Lausanne 
Treaty. On the question of oil in Mosu 
Mr. An @, said that the only interest 
the Brit. . Government in the discovery 
was the consequent prosperity of a country 
in which it was deeply concerned 


The Leacue'’s Altitude. 


From a competent source I have received 
information which helps to explain the 
otherwise inexplicable attitude of the 
League of Nations in the Mosul affair. 
In’ the eyes of many of the members of 
the League nothing. matters now but the 
Pact. The “act secured, the secret aid 
which Germany now is giving to Russia 
would cease automatically, and—so ran 
the argument among those at Geneva who 
were for shelving the Mosul question— 
Russia would find herself isolated, and 
would try to secure admission to the 
League, if only to endeavour to intrigue 
from inside instead of from outside the 
civilised riations. That would be the time, 
therefore, to award the Mosul vilayet to 
Irag—an award upon which virtually all 
are agreed. ‘This interpretation of the 
potentialities of the situation leaves .out 
of account one thing of which observers 
are becoming convinced, and that is that 
Russia is preparing to take advantage of 
any conflict between Turkey and’ Britain 
to occupy Northern Persia—a step which 
would no more be welcomed ‘by Turkey 
than by this country. 


The Boundary Problem. 


News from EBellast was received in 
London to-day to the effect that the Irish 
Free ‘State Customs officials had. received 
orders to prepare to remove their head- 
quarters over the Ulster frontier in a 
certain area of Férmanagh, the move 
indicating that th» report of the Boundary 
Commission will soon be issued, and that 
the new boundary line will be auto 
matically fixed. Inquiries here failed to 
secure confirmation of any kind in connec- 
tion with this statement, and in quarters 
likely to be well informed it was. frankly 
scouted. That the Irish Free State should 
issue orders if it so desires is; of course, 
granted; but that the report of the 
Boundary Commission is im any way its 
inspiration is regarded as being out of 
the question.

It is unlikely that Princess Mary 
Viscount Lascelles will pay a visit 
Portumna Castle this year, but such a 
visit is not out of the question for next 
year.

‘AS regards that part of the declaration 
which deals with Germany’s entry into the 
League of Nations, His Majesty's Govern- 
ment note with satisfaction that. the German 
Government raise no objection to this essen- 
tial condition of any mutual Pact. ‘The gues- 
tion of Germany's responsibility for the war 
is not raised by the propepes act, and. His 
a hy Government are at, a loss to know 
why the German Government have thought 
eh to raise it at this moment. His 

ajesty's Government are obliged to. observe 
that the negotiation of a Security Pact can- 
not modify the Treaty of Vorkailles, or alter 
their judgment of the past.

DUBLIN MYSTERY. 


OFFICIAL FOUND 
UNCONSCIOUS LAST NIGHT. 


Shortly after eight o'clock last night a well- 
dressed, middle-aged man was picked up 
unconscious in a laneway by Lincoln place, 

ublin. 

He was conveyed “to Sir Patrick Dun's 
Hospital by the Fire Brigade ambulance, and 
it was found that he was suffering from acute 
chloroform poisoning.. At an early hour this 
morning he was iú a.critical condition. 

From an unopened letter on his person it 
was ascertained that his name is Mr. F. C. 
Mason (51), a veterinary surgeon, of 18 Bel- 
grave square, North, Monkstown. 

This letter, bearing a postmark showing 
that,it had been posted at 10 p.m. on Mon- 
day, was from a firm of builders and con- 
tractors at East Wall, Dublin, and was ad- 
dressed to Mr. Mason at the Department of 
Agriculture, College of Science, Dublin.

A TINY MINORITY. 


CHAIRMAN CASTIGATES THE 
COMMUNISTS. 


The Chairman, Mr. C. T. Cramp,’ of the 
National Union of Railwaymen, did not spare 
the Communists. In the course of a trenchant 
speech he said :—-We should be: false to the 
pioneers of this great movement if we failed 
to-day to re-aflirm the creative democratic 
principles in which we believe .and to re- 
pudiate the barren and destructive policies 
which a tiny minority has tried to force us 
to accept. 

Going on to discuss the task of the party, 
the Chairman said—I hope that I shall. not 
be misunderstood in saying that our funda- 
mental task, as I conceive it, is not to wage 
war against the individuals of any class, but 
to conquer the circumstances which give rise 
to class warfare. Nobody can deny the 
existence of class conflict. The clash of in- 
terests between classes produced by the de- 
velopment of modern Capitalism is one of the 
cardinal facts of our social and economic life. 
Whilst our civilisation itself .bears witness to 
the truth that social . organisation depends 
upon associated labour, upon the co-operation 
of the workers by hand and brain in the pro- 
duction and distribution of “wealth, yet 
society is rent. and torn with the strife of 
classes under the capitalist order, poisoned 
with the hatreds and jealousies generated by 
economic. antagonisms,» weakened. and. im- 
poverished by “its. inability to abolish yolass 
interests, and. by its failufe to unite the 
classes in the production of necessary wealth. 

Passing on to the Labour Government's 
achievements during its- period of office, and 
to the Parliamentary Party's fight against re- 
action since it passed into Opposition, the 
Chairman spoke of: Labour's work for peace 
and its attempt to establish through the 
instrumentality of the League of Nations the 
principle of arbitration in international. dis- 
putes and of conciliation in those differences 
to which arbitration canmot at present be 
applied. 

NO REVOLUTION BY FORCE. 

Let us be on our guard, he said, against 
those policies which profess to serve the in- 
terests of the infernational proletariat, but 
which in reality would lead the workers once 
moré to slaughtér one another in the name 


of brotherhood and “freedom. Some aspects ' 


of these deceptive. policies are peculiarly 
dangerous and profoundly disruptive in their 
intention and . purpose, 

And here I mail put the straight and 
plain .question te those whe use the. word 
Revolution ” lightiy, and I fear loosely. 
What do you mean by the word? If there 
is one quality more neces$ary than any other 
in our movement to-day it is clarity, and 
none of us have any right to befog the minds 
of our fellow-workers by speaking. In.-.wague 
terms. We have no right .to play with the 
lives of working men and ‘women, and, 
therefore, if it be felt that our policy should 
be to arm, to drill, and to enter upon physical 
warfare, then let that policy be put openly 
to the movement, and let us ascertain the 


Roman rsistence’ and military method, 
Marshal Lyautey has added a tact and an 
artistry in method which are characteristic of 
the best.

Or is the company required, or even ex-

Does the contract include any stipulation as 
to the employment of local labour, such as 
is common in municipal contracts, and such, 
as has been inserted, it is understood, e 
Commissioners themselves in the contract for 
house building given’ to Messrs. Kossel, of 
Bremen ? Joes the contract include the 
“ Fair Wages Clause,’ which local authori- 
ties are called upon to include in all their 
contracts’ And what is meant by the re- 
ference in the report to the provision to be 
made for ‘fluctuations of wages “in the 
city?” 

The report does not, in fact, indicate at 
all the precise nature of the services to be ren- 
dered by M. Boudeville’s firm. It is capable 
of being read as meaning that the contrac- 
tor’s services will, in effect, be confined to 
supplying certain mechanical appliances, and 
undertaking management and supervision. It 
is quite possible that the sweeping machines 
and motor refuse cars could be usefully in- 
troduced. But could they not be purchased 
or hired from the makers without the -in- 
tervention—usually not without expense in 
such cases — of Boudeville? As 
for changes in the methods of management 
and supervision, it is somewhat difficult te 
believe that a country and a city which had 
no difficulty in finding men fitted for the 
extremely onerous position of City Com- 
missioners should be unable to find persons 
able to manage efficiently a mere part of the 
work of one department of city administra- 
tion. Was any consideration given to the 
possibility of introducing new methods under 
the control of persons familiar with Dublin 
conditions ? ' 

In regard to the cleansng work not intended 
to be given out to contract, the report indi- 
cates that this will be done by the sion- 
able staff oí the Corporation. e non- 
pensionable staff to be dismiased, while they 
will include many men with long service, 
nevertheless constitute the younger and more 
active section of the staff. It follows that 
the bulk of the work, both as to mileage and 
as to the labouriousness of bin-lifting in tene- 
ment districts, etc., will have to be done by 
the older and ‘ess active members of the 
present staff. Are the Commissioners satia- 
fied that~in these circumstances the work can 
still be done efficiently in those districts 
where the requirements of public health 
make efficiency most urgent ? 

THE ANNUAL SAVING. 

The report estimates—-upon some un- 
explained is of caleculation—that the con- 
tract will effect a saving of £15,000 a year. 
It would be helpful, in considering the net, 
value of thia saving, if it were known to what 
extent the Commissioners had had in mind 
the countervailing losses due to such conse- 
quences as the payment of unemployment 
benefit to the men dismissed and the loss to 
farmers who have hitherto supplied fodder for 
horses used in the service. Further, it would 
help the public to arrive at a right judgment 
apon the matter if they were informed how 
the Commissioners reconcile their poliey in 
regard to this contract with the policy of the 
national. Government—to whom presumably 
the Commissioners are responsible, since they 
are not responsible to the citizens—as ex- 
pressed in protective tarifis and in other ways, 
directed towards securing as much work and 
roduction as possible in Ireland itself by and 
or Irish people. 

I have to express regret that this letter 
should contain so many and so varied queries. 
But the Commissioners will understand that 
information which could have been readily 
made available by the simple process of refer- 
ving back the report for reconsideration. and 
fuller details if the ion were still in 
existence must now he ‘sought by less direct 
methods when the citizens are deprived of all 
control over civic affairs. 

In conclusion, I am to point out that the 
contract is intended to run for a period of 
fen years, while, under the Local Government 
Act, 1925, there must be a fresh election ‘for 
a new Corporation within three years from 
the dissolution of the old Corporation. Does 
the contract include any provision for its re- 
consideration or termination when the citiaens 
of Dubhn are again allowed to have a voice 
in the management of their city's business?!"

The French debt negotiations to-day began 
upon a note of encouragement, individual 
members of both the American and French 
Debt Commissions expressing the belief 
that a movement was under way which 
would lead to common ground being 
found. 

There is reason also to believe that this 
movement has been in the nature of an 
American retreat rather than a French 
advance. 

The original offer of M. Caillaux and 
the American reply, having represented 
two extremes, it has remained for the 
French Finance Minister to make a second 


slight degree from the first—and for the 
Americans in their turn to put forward a 
counter scheme. 

It was with this second American pro- 
posal in his possession that M. Caillaux 
last night admitted he felt more hopeful, 
and that one member of the American 
delegation this morning expressed the 
belief that a settlement might not much 
longer be delayed. 

There is an unconfirmed report that the 
United States is now willing to accept 35 
million dollars. {(£7,000,000) per year for 
the first five years’ annuities, thereafter 
rising by successive steps to a final series 
of payments of 140 millions (£28,000,000) 
a year, and some.such afrangement as 
this, with its recognition of present 
French difficulties and its fairly liberal 
estimate of future prosperity will, perhaps, 
be reached. ;

DROGHEDA VENDORS FINED. 


At Drogheda District Court yesterday, be- 
fore District Justice Goff, Thomas Devine, 
Coolagh street, Drogheda, was fined 20s., and 
20s. costs, for selling milk. from which, as 
alleged, 10 per cent. of its weight of fats had 
been extracted.

JUDGE AND EX-BRIGADIER. 


At the Kerry Criminal Circuit Court we 
terday, before udge McElligott, ex-Brigadier- 
General Eamonn Horan was charged with 
iasuing and circulating threatening notices 
requiring Denis Cahill, an ex-sergeant of the 
Royal Irish Constabulary, to leave Tralee 
within eighteen hours. The notice, which 
was posted on the walls in Tralee on the 30th 
of twee last, was headed “ Proclaimed,” and 
read :— 

“That Sergeant Cahill, Royal Ulster Con- 
stabulary, and an ex-member of the Black 
and Tans during the Irish war of indepen- 
dence, 1916 to 1921, being guilty of murder, 
is hereby: notified that he has eighteen hours 
to jeave Tralee and twenty-four hours to 
have crossed the Kerry border. The twenty- 
four hours will expire at 12 p.m. (old time) 
on. Tuesday, 30th June.—Brigadier-General 
Eamonn Horan, Irish Republican Army Orga- 
nisation.”” 

Asked by his lordship if he was guilty or 
not guilty, the acoused replied: “I it is a 
crime, I am.” 

His Lordship took this as a plea of not 
guilty, and the trial began. 

Mr. Liston, State Solicitor, said that Denis 
Cahil was formerly a member of the old 
Royal Irish Constabulary, and married a 
daughter of a man named Costello in Tralee. 
After the R.1,.C, were disbanded he went to 
live in the North, and came back in June for 
his wife, as he had a right to do in any free 
country, when the accused, who considered 
himself judge, jury and executioner, got these 
notices posted up in Tralee. Cahill left for 
Belfast. on the evennig of the day that the 
notices were found posted. Horan, when met 
by Civic Guards, admitted having got the 
noticea posted. 

Evidence for the prosecution having con- 
cluded, 

Mr. O'Donnell, for the defence, called no 
witnesses, but suggested that more extrava- 
gant language was used during exciting times 
by people who are now in high positions in 
the Free State, and that no harm having 
come to Cahill, it was humbug to ask the 
jury to convict Horan. 

His Lordship, in charging the jury, said 
that if any of them received such a notice 
they would put their tails between their legs 
and scoot. We are all, he said, sick of blood. 
shed and the ruin which has destroyed our 
country in the last eight or ten years. We 
were sick of the Black and Tan period and 
sick of the recent internecine war, We all 
desire peace; we want to live our lives in 
peace, 

Continuing, his Lordship said that the 
accused did not appear to he more than 
twenty-five yeara of age, and he did not 
understand why this young man should take 
upon himeelf to pass death on anyone.’ If he 
was a brigadier in the [Irish Republican 
Army Organisation—he did not know whether 
he was or not—what right did that give him 
to pass judgment upon any citizen? Was it 
not the most frightful threat that could be 
uttered against any man’? He asked the jury 
do do their duty, and he would deal with 
Brigadier Horan in a way that would com- 
mend itself to them all. 

The jury convicted the accused, but reeom- 
mended him to mercy, 

His Lordship acted on the recommendation, 
and allowed the accused out on sureties to be 
of behaviour for two years. 

ureties were not forthcoming, and Mr. 
O'Donnell and Mr. King, solicitor, who de- 
fended, volunteered to act as sureties,

1 am im _ full 
agreement with what he says about the 
ranchers » He has evidently made himeelf 
acquainted with the history of England during 
that part of the sixteenth century when the 
landowners turned’ a great part of the 
countryside into sheep-walks, and left the 
mass of the people, who ought to have been 
employed tilling the land, to more or less 
starve. The remedy of the ranch evil is, not 
to subsidise those who do till and employ 
men, but rather to penalise those who do not 
do. their duty to the agricultural labourer. 
Why should not the Government put a small 
tax on every acre of untilled land over and 
ahove a certain fixed percentage or else 
induce the farmers to give employment to a 
couple of men for every one hundred acres of 
grazing.land? This method would not raise 
the-cost of living. It is childish to say that 
the remedy lies in the extinction of the 
bullock, . While we have the animals to 
carry. our farm produce to the market on 
four feet, the present only economic means 
of transit, we may be able to. exist. 

The terrible plight of our railways is, 

rhaps, the reatest tragedy of all. 

ousands of unfortunate shareholders who 
have put their hard-earned savings into what 
was considered an investment safe as the 
Bank of England are now almost reduced to 
penury—not to speak of the serious loss to 
those charitable institutions which are the 
evidences of our Christianity. A supreme 
effort ought to be made to put our lines on 
a paying basis again. ‘his can only be done 
by. ruthless economy from top to bottom. 
By the changes suggested the cost of living 
could be brought down in such a way that a 
milesman, etc., would be as well off on half 
his present wages as he is now on 50s. per 
week. It is for the fertile brains of our 
rulers to devise a means by which a drastic 
reduction in wages and salaries can be made 
to run parallel with a corresponding fall in 
the cost of living. Our Ministers are clever 
young men, fired with ideals that may not 
bear the test of practice. The Shannon 
scheme gives us something big to think about, 
but we must. be excu for thinking that 
there may be something of the “ wild cat” 
about it. The Germans are damming the 
river now beeause they see money in it. We 
may be at the same. work by-and-by ií we 
gee no money in it. 

The growing of sugar beet, registration of 
bulls, scientific packing of eggs, etc., are all 
beneficial. reforms. that are long over-due ; 
but, after all, they only touch the fringe of 
the larger. question of agriculture. Let our 
Ministers own up to regrettable, but pardon- 
able; errors of judgment and et their 
pride and sentiment, and boldly face facts as 
they exist to-day;.and they will soon have 
the country nog Commissions of in- 
quiry are more or less a farce, and often, 
after many months of toil and expense, leave 
things in statu qua.

A girl who 
takes arithmetic with science or with 
domestic science, or. with music in lieu of 
mathematics, inevitably sacrifices 100 marks, 
and a girl who takes arithmetic with draw- 
ine. instead’ of mathematics, sacrifices 200 
marks. Thus girls who'do ‘not take mathe- 
matics—and the regulations give them such 
freedom—are at a considerable disadvantage. 
In actual fact, one of the two girls awarded 
ge” larships did not take mathematics, while 
of the 1,059 girls examined, only 45 got 
honours in mathematics. “Further, so far as 
we cr understand, part of the grant voted 
by the Dail for these scholarships remains 
undisbursed, and it ought to be possible to 
expend the balance '. providing additional 
scholarships for girls. 

My Association sv~~ests ‘that, in future 
years, a more equitable arrangement would

One foresees a time rapidly coming when 
the yng & will be packed with seeond- 
hand guns, for which there is no further use. 
The famous Irish red setter. will be a mere 
household pet, what time, with our usual 
bankering for spoon-feeding. we are applying 
to a much-badgered Government to re-stock 
the Saorstát with game to keep up their 
income from gun licences. Sportsmen, how- 
ever, can at least help the future by sparing 
the hen pheasant. She is easily known from 
the cock by her drab colour; she gives an 
unsporting shot as a rule, and there is no 
excuse for any man’s.shooting one if he has 
an eye to the future of game in our country. 
If he is a pot-hunter, of course he wil] shoot 
her ; but I like to think that such conduct 
will not receive the approval of the great 
Nan af licence-holders. 

I may add that after the 10th October I

DAYS OF THE SLAVE TRADE 


RECALLED. 


An address entitled “Old Belfast,” was 
ven by Mr. Francis Joseph igger, 
1.R.1.A.,.at the weekly luncheon in Ye Olde 
Castle Restaurant, Belfast. 
The city had a life of only 300 years, Mr. 
er stated, its first charter dating from 
The origin of the town, like many 
others, was its proximity to a river. Under 
the old arrangement lan ownership was quite 
different from what it was at the present time. 
The chieftain of the Clans did not own the 
lands. He was trustee of the lands for the 
people. Later personal ownership was given 
to the land, and they found the first charter 
granted to Sir Arthur Chichester, who was 
given absolute right to the place if he could 
maintain it, by the sword if necessar'v. 
_ Belfast built itself ships in those days as 
it did to-day. In the middle of the seven- 
teenth century a considerable number of small 
ips were built. in Belfast, and trade was 
carried on with great English ports like 
Bristol and London and_also to the West 
Indies. Right up to the end of the seven- 
teenth and eighteenth century the traffic of 
Belfast to the. West Indies was very consider- 


able. 


BATTLE FOR WINE. 

At that time Bristol was engaged in. the 
slave trade, but when a big company at the 
head of the town of Belfast set going to build 
ships to carry on the slave trade a Belfast 
merchant stood up and objected to it. No 
slave ship was built in Belfast, and no Belfast 
merchant was engaged in the traffic, 

Contraband in ices duys was referred to as 
Free Trade. A consignment of wine was run 
into Belfast at Connswater intended for the 
Castlereagh Hills, but the new Customs 
thought their regulations extended to the 
Connswater, and there was a fight, during 
which all the wine did not go to Castleragh, 
but part of it got to the entries round where 
they now sat, and there was as much feasting 
there as in the Castleragh Hills!
